Wage All Day Battle. 
The battle started at 8 oclock this 
morning and was waged practicelly the 
entire day, the two forces firing at each 
other across the Rto Grande west of Old 
Hidalgo, Tex. The participants were 
stretched out in the brush on a battle line 
two miles long. 
When the fighting ended at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon the Americans were in posses- 
sion of three crossings between Mexico 
amd Texas in the vicinity of Mission.

BERLIN, Sept. 4—German troops un- 
der Field Marshal von Beseler have 
stormed the strongly fortified bridgehead 
at Friedrichstadt, forty-two miles south- 
east of Riga, after a ten days’ battle. 

Twelve miles northwest of Friedricb- 
stadt the Germans drove the Slavs across 
the Dwina early yesterday. The whole 
German force in the Courland now is 
being hurled against the Russian posi- 
tions. Von Hindenburg plans to throw a 
strong army across the Dwina to attack 
Riga. 

The Friedrichstadt bridgehead, most 
important for the defense of Riga, was 
stormed after terrific battering by thou-

An approach, presumably for concerted 
action, made to President Wilson by Car- 
dinal Gidbons on. behalf of the pope, has 
been followed by a declaration from a 
spokesman of the German ambassador 
that Germany demands as a basis for 
peace freedom of the seas, freedom of Po- 
land, and freedom of the Jews. 

What the German government means 
by “freedom of the seas" has not yet 
been made known. Despite itsapparent 
importance to Germany, a definition is 
withheld. The seas are always free in 
peace time, so the assumption must be 
efther that Germany wants them free in 
war time or she wants to make them per- 
manently free by abolishing war aito- 
gether. : = 


“Freedom of Seas” Ambiguous. 

If the first interpretation is true, Ger- 
many is planning to do away with con- 
trabands and blockades, so that in future 
wars belligerents shall not interfere with 
each other's trade. A preponderance in 
naval strength would thus be limited In 
usefulness to protecting transports and 
preventing overseas invasions. 

If the second essumption ie the right 
one, freedom of the seas would become a 
great civilizing force, and would be ac- 
ceptable to England. Sir Edward Grey, 
the British foreign minister, has declared 
that freedom of the seas would be a nego- 
tiable matter if the objective were to 
abolish wars through mutual and binding 
pledges. 

How much the allies are willing to con- 
cede at this time in the interests of peace 
is not known. All references by the allies 
to peace terme are vague. :

Chief of Police Thomas F. Robbins ae 
Barrington, in whose district the murder 
was committed, admittéd that, so far as 
he knew, none of the men had ever signed 
a confession. The only signed statement 
obtained from them was one from Healis, 
in which he expressed the opinion that the

Mrs. Mohr from the first has stoutly 
maintained her innocence and explained 
the murder by say!ng that Brown had 
a grudge against the doctor since his 
discharge from his employment at the 
Mohr home, and that robbery probably 
was an added incentive for the killing. .

No Wonder Disease Spreads. 

“It is not strange that colds in the 
head extend to the throat and bronchial 
tubes, if one considers how the handker- 
chief is commonly used. The victim of 
severe “Gold in the head’ or ‘coryza’ 
blows again h™ running nose into his 
already overworked kerchief, but in order 
to blow he must first take in a deep 
breath, through his open mouth, because 
his nose ig so stuffy. 

“He has snatched his saturated hand- 
kerchief from his pocket, half dry, and 
rumpling it before his face hag set fying 
a cloud of dried pus and bacteria, which 
he quickly draws into his lungs. Each 
particle of dust is, as it were, an aero- 
plane upon which ride hostile germs. 

“Handkerchiefs should never be 
waved indoors. The s0-céMed ‘ Chau- 
tauqua Salute’ is tabooed. It is danger- 
ous and should be hissed out of use when-. 
ever it is attempted. A clean white 
handkerchief is a mark of refinement and 
cleanliness. It is a symbol of peace and 
a badge of welcome. But a dirty one is 
a menace to personal and public health, 
woree than the red badge of anarchy.”

Miss June Keith, moving picture act- 
ress, was the central figure in an automo- 
bile accident yesterday in Evanston that 
resulted fatally for a 6 year old boy and 
in serious injuries to a man. 

John Tiano, the boy, was riding on 
the handlebars of a wheel owned by 
Hamenit Tuwocil. As they reached a 
street intersection with West Railroad 
avenue and Simpson street gss Keith, 
who was @riving her roaaster, came 
along. 

She saw the man and boy in her course 
and attempted to turn out, and in doing 
so wrecked her machine against a post. 
But one of the rear wheels struck the bi- 
cycle, throwing rider and the boy to the 
pavement. 


Dump Wagon Crushes Boy. 

Just at this juncture two dump wagons 
owned by Matt Nilles of 2426 West Rail- 
road avenue came along and one ran over 
young Tiano, crushing him fatally. 

Mise Keith and her chauffeur, who was 
in her car, immediately assisted the man 
and carried the boy to the Evanston hos- 
pital, where Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Tiano 
of 1827 Darrow avenue, parents of the 
victim, were notified. 

The father, crazed with grief, tried 
twice to end his life by butting hig head 
againet a steam radiator. The second 
time he sought to cut hig throat with a 
hatchet. The police finally took him to 
his home, where he was quieted. 


‘Miss Keith Gives Bond. 


Miae Keith, who is a daughter of Doug- 
las Smith of Hubbard Woods, a banker 
at 226 South La Salle street, was taken 
to the Evanston police station and de- 
tained until she gave a bond on a charge 
of assault. 

The actress remained unshaken after 
the accident until informed of young 
Tiano’s death. Then she broke down and 
cried. . 

“ There is a curse on my car,” she said, 
“that c be taken off. It was given 
to me th months ago by my father as 
a birthday gift. I have never speeded 
and have always tried to drive so care- 
fully.” 
Recently Miss Keith's roadster 
‘plied her with amother thrill. Ags she 
was traveling along the north shore one 
night, a dark figure leaped from ambush 
‘and blocked the wey. When the chauf- 
feur refused to stop a bullet was fired at 
him. For a time it was thought the man 
was a highwayman, but it later developed 
that he was a Lake Forest “ speed cop.”

* Following the death of my father and 
mother a few years ago, Hemon and I 
Were appointed executor and executrix 
of the estate. Believing him to be more 
competent to look after the business, I 
gave him a free rein and plenty of time 
to settle the affairs of my father, Daniel 
B. Harwood, with whom he had been in 
the real estate business in Bloomington. 

“The estate, I believe, amounted to 
approximately $75,000, most of which, I 
am under the Impression, consisted of 
real estate and stocks and bonds. 

‘* Since the death of my parents I have 
repeatedly urged my brother to give me 
a statement and to make a division, but 
he has put me off from time to time until 
I have come to the belief that he has uged 
the property of the estate for his own 
benefit. 


Denies Aid to Parents, . 
“In anewer to his assertion that am 
excess of the estate is due him for sup- 
port and care given by him and his wife 
to my father and mother during their de- 
clining years, I resent such a remark as 
untrue. My father and mother supported 
him and hie family and that is quite a 
different matter.”

The most notable of the German Nirenedte was 
the late Field Marshal Count von Wrangel, who 
commanded the allied German armies in Schies- 
wig-Holstein in 1848, and again in the war of 
The best known of the Russian Wrangels 
was the arctic explorer after whom. Wrangel 
Land was named. 

The Wrangels play an important role in soctety 
at Petrograd, where a few years ago their name 
was brought into the limelight through & par- 
ticularly shocking murder in the family. A young 
Baroness Wrangell, a Spanish woman of great 
beauty and of ancient Mneage, shot and killed her 
unmarried sister, who was spending the winter 
with her, driven to the crime by almost insane 
jealousy of her husband's attentions to the girl 
and the latter's infatuation for him. Although 
arrested and placed on trial, the baronese was 
quickly acquitted on the plea of feminine irre- 
sponsibility, but in reality because of her great 
beauty, which exercised a fascinating effect upon

Noone there present had ever heard 
of a school nurse, for no city In the world 
empioyed one; but today over 100 Ameri- 
can cities have corps of school nurses as 
permanent parts of their educationai 
forces. 
“ Had any ‘one in that Chicago meeting 
dared prophesy that we should soon em- 
ploy dentists to care for the teeth of our 
school children, his words would have 
been greeted with derision. But today 
nearly 100 cities employ staffs of school 
dentists.”’

“TI read with interest the editorial in the 
real estate section of the CHICAGO Sun- 
DAY TRIBUNE Aug. 22, being particularly 
interested on account of the fact that I 
had just returned from several eastern 
cities, induding New York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh and Washington, D. C., where 
I investigated conditions, getting views 
of the mbpst prominent and active real 
estate brekers, bankers and merchants. 


Finds Chicago in Best Shape. 

“ As a Pesult I have come to the con- 
chysion that, while I agree with your 
statement that we are having a litile | 
reaction from the quiet boom in real 
estate which we had for the last six 
or seven, years, yet it is gratifying to 
know that values in Most cases are ona 
firmer ani more substantial basis than in 
most any eity in the country, taking 
everything into consideration, and that 
we are attually doing more business and 
more transfers are being recorded than 
in any city in the country. 

“ The market in the east depends entire- 
ly upon the stock and bond market and 
the investors move with that market. 
Furthermore, the net results, or, in other 
’ wordg, the net income, on various classes 
ot property in Chicago are much greater 
than fin any of the eastern cities or in 
most any city in the country. 


Better Returns on Investments. 

“ Investments are not expected to yield 
inthe east aa much as they are expected 
here and there is no reason why Chicago 
should not be an inviting field for the 
vast amount of eastern capital awaiting 
investment, and more ot Chicago's own 
cepital. 

‘ As one prominent eastern broker put 
it. *‘ The eastern investors haven't the 
same epirit or courage as the western 
people have. the eastern investors being 
more timid.’ 

“ As far as renting conditions are con- 

cerned, net only in local sections but in 
ihe central sections of the city, we are 
in better shape than they are in the east, 
they having more vacant space than we 
Have.

“ Some of the conditions that have ex- 
isted in the east would be considered un- 
believable, and the brokers and investors 
in Chieago ought te be in an aptimistic 
frame of mind, judging from results in 
other cities and the fact that with careful 
eccnsideration and reasonable judgment 

real estate investments are obtainable in 

Chicago which will pay handsome returns 
with possibilities of Incréase in values 
greater than fs eaten? anywhere in 
the world. 

“ Furthermore, values are much lower 
in Chicago in many instances than in 
cities of 390,000 population. 

“It may be of interest to add that I 
found that as a general proposition the 
real estate brokers who have really done 
e large volume of business, or made a 
euccess from a financial standpoint, have 
acted as ratore more than as brokers. 
In fact, st brokers operate thus to a 
large or emallextent, which sort of opera- 
tion is not so widely carried on in Chicago. 
Jt is my opinion thet the serious depres-

It has been a customary 
habit of certain coaches to send interfer- 


with the main idea of crippling them or 
injuring them so as to incapacitate them 
for the remainder of the game. 
It is a regular occurrence at any big 
football game to see an interferer dive 
at a player of the secondary defense and 
throw his feet in the air with the idea of 
striking his opponent-in the face. As a 
general rule these infringements are 
committed after the ball has been de- 
clared dead five to ten yards back of the 
nt where the offense occurred. Now 
offensive team will have to be more 
careful handling the defensive players. 


One of the chief duties of thefield judge 
will be to protect the defensive fullback, 
one of the most important players of any 
team while on the defensive. The com- 
mittee, realizing the importance of this 
player and the roughness which he must 
stand, has made two rules which come. 
under the direct juriadiction of the field 
judge. If a player rune into the fullback 
while the latter te attempting to catch 
a punt, his team shall be penalized fifteen 
yards. The other half wf the rules deals 
more severely. If a member of the kick- 
ing side intentionally roughs the fullback 
he shall be disqualified and his team set 

This is one of the best rules the com- 

mittee has made «ince it tried to eradi- 
cate the rough element. The defensive 
fullback, !f he is a careful and game piay- 
er, will first make sure of the ball. He 
can only do thie by watching the oval 
in ite flight, which te a hard task con- 
sidering the wind currents and the man- 
ner in which the ball is booted. He can- 
not at the same time watch the balk 
judge it accurately, and try to evade the 
tacklers.

A Hazardous Experience, ~ ‘ 

‘I was dismayed. Tow to recapture her? You might 
think I had by this time had enough of her, but no. She 
was my ship, my old tin hooker, she was home, go much 
so that she seemed a totally different contraption from 
this other freighter, the Andrew Carnegie, in whose 
shadow I was standing. 

I squirmed up the Carnegie’s line in a trice, ran past 
open hatches and lounging deckhands, and flailing my 
arms, yelled out to the Yuly Yinks not to abandon me, 
if she loved me, Fifteen feet of open water lay between 
her and the Carnegie as she backed dut. They saw me; 
they told me jocularly to hold on and they would fix it. 
There was commotion over there, and they shot towards 
me through the dark the end of, an extremely long and 


- glender ladder. It rang on the deck of the Carnegie, and 


three or four men of the Yuly Yinks had their shoulder: 
under the other end. They yelled to me to come on, and 
1 came on, The Yuly Yinks was moving all the time, 
and these fellows at the top of the ladder were holding 
it up and walking aft slowly so as to keep it perpen- 
dicular to the side of the Carnegie. They hopped it over 
stanchions, juggled it, exhorted me not to waste any 
time.

Such was my first experience in docking. Even for 
skilled men it is hazardous business; the first wrestle 
with it is more than hazardous.

The second dock we made with less trouble. They 
were there to receive us We turned to all hands, took 
off the hatches, and waited.

‘Tt was at Cleveland that I fell into the Cuyahoga 
river, that interesting blend of ore slime, the drip of 
ink faetories, and the blood of slaughtered pigs. I tem- 
bled in while trying to take @ line ashore, and was 
pulled out by the hair before the ship could close with 
me. I was a figure of woe, right enough, running up 
that dock, black froin head to heel, as if I had been 
dipped in the River Styx.

They called me Siim. All tall and lean men on the 
lakes are known as Slim.

But how about the actual’ firing, you ask? Se inthe 


hqt, for one thing. $e, steel rungs of the ladder leading 


_into the hold ere top hot for the bare hands; we 
had te put on ves to go down to the fires. It may ° 
be said at once that the popular picture of the stoker 


as a half naked animal is not correct. A woolen shirt 


is usually worn first as a protection to the skin against 


the fierce heat when the fire boxes are open, and against 


‘the chance of splintering water gauges; and second, to 
‘prevent the coal dust from getting into the pores and 
‘clogging the skin’s breathing. You have to breathe 
through every possible opening in a fireroom. There are, 
‘of course,“times when some slight increase in strength 
‘and in freedom of movement is gained by drawing off 
your shirt—usually a ® desperation measure near the end 
of the watch. 


The fireman on going down, first cleans two of his 


four fires—virtually rebuilding them, raking out clink- 


‘ers und live coals and depending on his coal passer to 
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tion, cold, had no. place in the imag- 
ination even. A cold thing. was an impossible thing. 
And s0 the bleck of ice came fike a miracle. 

You might think a mam would eatch cold, alternating 
heat and cold this way; but you never do; you return 
to the fires and sweat anew, There were nights when 
I came up and let the fain wash the sweat off my bare 
body, and yet caught no cold. 

Another thing, you can't get drunk in a stokehold. 
Mr. Jack London, in his book, “John Barleycorn,” 
refers to a stokebold in which stokers worked on, though 
matdlin drunk, for” hours. I reckon that must have 
been a cool Milp. ‘1 have stoked tn three oceasis, and 
on the great lakes; and I bave never seen a ‘man who 
could stay drank more than two or three’ minutes in 
a stokehold. Isn't it reasonable to suppose that he 
couldn’t—when you consider bow he sweats? In the 
Indian ocean at midwatch they issue “ medicine,” a high 
powered rum, fog the rule is, “no rum, no steam,” in 
that ocean. Some of the firemen collect the little trim- 
mer’s potions, and drink deep, and often actually reel 
half into their fres for the next pitch or so, and some- 
times get their hair horribly burned, but they are strictly 
sober very soon. You can’t stay sia in a stokehold. 
That is axiomatic. ; % 


| Seldom Pr the Pi t, : 

When we had fired we used to fling rakes and bars to 
the plates and ait back on a black canvas bench, di- 
rectly under the ventilator, We sat there side by side, 
in that soft gray light, quivering as the ship quivered, — 
and staring at that black ventilating hole, which when 
the wind came up behind the ship, let down not one 
breath of air. We stared with glazed eyes, enduring the 
passage of time, and watching the steam gauge for signs 
of faltering. I would imagine that I was never going 
to get off that bench again; and would fall into a sort 
of lethargy, my lungs full of hot lead. Then I would 
feel my mate's horny paw sinking in my shoulder. 

“Give that wing fire a light touch,” he would say. 
# Don't pile it up to the trown sheet, ‘mind; light fires 
the ludy likes. You're not on salt water.” 

The Banging of doors would recommence. I would run 
my slice bar along the grate, split open the fire, and in 
a minute or two dip the handle of my shovel in the

Sometimes, when the heat was lat its crue’est, we 

alternated, one man taking the four fires while the other 

lay up on deck, with his arms out and his mouth open. 
I remember that space, just sheer, doggone space, had 
an enormous significance to me during these night 
watches. I never realized the sanity of the heavens 
until] I burst out of that smoky, suffering place for 
the first time to let the stars shine on me. teu seemed 
like a mighty reasonable institution, 
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pugilist, Often I woke sodden with min. 

_ Just before my watch was over it was my care and 
chief business to come out of the hold and wake my 
puccesgor, the gorilla-like Bowery lad. 1 had to hammer 
him—speech was noth:ng in that black ear of clay— 


and then sidestep him when he came roaring out of his 


bunk, swinging the bi k into his cold arms. We 


all suffered the pinch of that queer disease. We would 


wake up conscious of neither flesh, bone, nor nerve be ow 
the deltoid.

LANTS in a state of nature carry 

) ona fight for existence. They suf- 

fer from the greed of each other, 

the attacks of pests, lack of food 

and water, and inclement weather. 

b cong weeds or coarse sunflowers, cas- 

tor beans, or other usurping vegetation 

will crowd out foxgloves, forgetmenots, 

or more delicate herbage. Too many 

plants of the same kind, such as snap- 

dragons or asters in/a plot, will crowd 
each other and none develop well. 

In common with all forms of life, flow- 
ering plants must have room, sunlight, 
air, water, and food. Strong sunflow- 
e-s use up the food products In soll, and 
while the sunflower has its place in the 
garden it is not well to:plant tt where 
oné expects delphiniums or choice roses. 

Preparing to meet pests is winning half 
the battle. Pansies set out in bags 
or ‘with paper collars pushed in the soil 
and Paris green baits strewn around, es- 


‘cape cutwormr Where maggots appear 


in the soil, carbolic acid emulsion will 
kill them. Another remedy for mag- 
goty soil is a liquid made of four pounds 
of jump lime to one pound of tobacco dust 
in a gallon of water, which slacks the 
lime. Use one quart of this to eleven 
quarts of water and apply around the 
roots of plants at intervals of ten days. 

More black plant lice have appeared 
this year than if ten years. For 
and green plant lice (aphis) use tobacco 
dust or spray with nicotine preparations. 
This is a certain death to aphis on nas- 
turtiums, asters, or dahlias. The borer 
in' dahlia stalks is killed with a spray 
of arsenate of lead.

John G. Message, known as “ Doc” 
among the acquaintances he accumulated 
when he promoted prize fights and con- 
ducte? a saloon, has spread out as a full 


fledged “ physician” and has run afoul 
of the law because he overlooked the for- | 
_ mality of procuring a state Hoense. 
He and Mark White, claiming to be a 


“ goiter expert,” were named as defend- 
ants in criminal actions inetituted in the 
Municipal court yesterday by Thomas 8. 
Hogan, counsel! for the state board of 
health. The charge is the eame in both 
cases—practicing medicine without « li- 
cense. Bach may be fined $100 (because 
of the inadequacy of the law) and then 
resume their quackery. 

Complaints against both defendants 
have been filed with the state board of 
health om more than one occasion, but 
both apparently have been too smooth un- 
til now for Mr. Hogan's investigators. 


Beginning New Crusade. 
Their prosecution, it is said, marks the 
beginning of a new crusade against 
quackery. The authorities believed they 
had Chicago pretty well cleared of these 
illicit practitioners, but Mr. Hogan found 
the evil still existed here after he com- 
pleted a tour of ten other counties in IIli- 
nois. 

“The fruit of that trip,” he said, 
“shows that Tus TRIBUNE’s crusade 
against quacks drove the majority out of 
Chicago, only to resume quackery in other 
parts of the state.” 

White is comperatively unknown in Chi- 
cago, because he is a newcomer, but Mes- 
sage is “ prominent.” Message was fined 
$150 and costs by the United States Dis- 
trict court on Nov. 20, 1912, according to 
the official records in Attorney Hogan's 
possession. Message then had “ business 
transactions ” with Dr. George T. Leedie, 
fined a like sum for the same offense. 

According to this court record Message 
did not say he waea regular practitioner 
but the evidence adduced showed that he 
agreed to take an abortion case. The spc- 
cific charge upon which he was fined was 
“ giving information when and by whem 
an abortion will be performed.” | 


May Be Horse Doctor. 
White, according to Mr. Hogan, is doing 


| business on hie “ colossal gall.” The au- 


thorties suspect he might have procured 
a diploma as a veterinary surgeon at 
some time or other, because he is com- 
monly referred to as the “ horse doctor,” 
but he has never been authorized to pre- 
scribe for human beings in Illinois. 

The state boar@@awyer calls it “ colos- 
sal gall "’ because White sent out to regu- 
lar physicians an announcement card 
reading: “Mark White ten years ago 
acyuired a research training in animal 
and human medi@fe at the University of 
Pennsylvania, training his attention ir- 
mediately to the disease and treatment of 
goiter and other disorders of the ductiess 
giands—and with the collaboration of 
members of the medica] profession he has 
perfected a medical treatment. He has 
recently associated himself with physi- 
clans in the new Marshall Field annex, 25 
Bast Washington street, suite 1419, and 
will in the future, for hie application of 
his method, confine his time and treat- 
ment to Chicago.” 

Forgot to Have Associates. 

The trouble here is that White forgot to 
have his associates *‘ collaborate’ with 
him when he undertook to cure one of Mr. 
Hogan's investigators of an ailment she 
doesn’t have and accepted money for the 
“ treatment.”* 

White's method is to collect $100 in ad- 
vance for his “ sure treatment of goiter.’’ 
The records in Mr. Hogan's possession 
show that certain persons made ineffect- 
ual attempts to get their money back 
after the treatment failed. The same rec- 
ords show that Mrs. E. L. Blood of Sara- 
toga, Wyo., died on Sept. 15, 1913, in a 
Denver, Colo., hospital after three injec- 
tions of his “‘ serum,” and that when the 
authorities prepared to take action 
against him he had made his whereabouts 
unknown.

TYPHOID FEVER VACCINE — 
SUCCESSFUL IN ILLINOIS.

I. C.. Railroad Surgeon Asks for 
500 Packages—State Militia 
Treated with Preventive. | 


Springfield, Ill., Sept. 4—Satisfied that 
the typhoid fever vaccine being distrib- 
uted by the state board of health is a real 
preventive, G. G. Dowdall of Chicago, 
chief surgeon of the Lilinois Centra! rail- 
road, today asked Secretary of the Board 
Drake for 500 packages of the vaccine. _ 

The Illinois Central is the first of the 
Illinois railroads to ask for the vaccine. 
Others are expected to follow. A promi- 


nent physician of Moline asked for 400 


packages. He stated that he desired to 
use them in the factories in the Tri- 
Cities. They will be sent him through the 
board of health agencies in these cities. 
Practically the entire state militia has 
been treated with the vaccine. Inmates 
of the state schools and institutions at 
Lincoln and Pontiac have also 


treated. ,
